I have received your letter of the 24th instant, stating that some of the banks and brokers 
of your city are presenting orders for minor coins for shipment to their correspondents in San 
Francisco and requesting instructions as to whether you should receive such orders and if so, at 
what rate you should pay the Express Company for transportation of the same. 


In reply I have to state that the contract with the Adams Express Company for the 
transportation of Minor Coins does not extend beyond the Missouri River and considering this 
fact you are hereby authorized, when requested in writing to do so, to forward minor coins by 
Registered Mail to points on the Pacific Coast, reached by Rail Road communication, at the risk 
of the consignee.
